During the past winter, owing to 
the congestion of railroad trans.-| 
portation, hundreds of carloads of 
coast lumber were hung up for 
months en route to prairie 
points, and arrived at their 
destination too late for the require- 
ments which they were intended to 
meet, ‘These consignments came 
dribbiing in, away into»spring, and 


the consequence being that the mayjor- 
ity of the dealers found themselves 
overstocked at the opening ot the pre- 
sent season, aud with the result that 
many of them began to cancel orders 
previously given for spring and sum- 
mer shipments, and a more or less 
unsettied condition of affairs ensued, 
Price Firmer Than Ever, 

Following this’ the late spring and} 
delayed seeding throughout the praa- 
ries gave rise to serious apprenen- 
sions as to the safety of this season's 
crop, and sail was further shortenea 
in many quarters.

“@ man in Kentucky has been aslvep 
for twelve years, Wheh he wakes up 
he should be assured of a pormanent 
job as juryman.”* 

Chicago made that up. In fact most 
of the Chicago papers commented in one 
way or another upon the somnolence of 
bs Kentuckian, 

he St. Joseph, Mo., paragraph man 
‘handles it thus: Myles 

“Down ih Kentucky a man’s been 
asleep fof twelve years. Won't he be 
mighty glad to find out all his debts 
are outlawed?” 

Somebody in Denver has 
had. experience in Kontucky, because 
the next time the newspaper waif 
shows up it is in a Denver paper thus 
dinguised : 

“A veteran Kentucky citizen has been 
sléeping twelve years. Probably only 
snoozing off a real old Kentucky jag.” 

A spirit of envy may have inspired 
the next text on the subject. It comes 
from a New Orleans paper: 

“A Kentucky man has been buried ‘n 
a sound sleep for the last twelve years. 
Most likely he started in to read one 
of Marse Henry Waterson’s editorials, 

Hot on the heels of this unkind cut 
comes the deliberate insult of a Detroit 
newspaper: 

“See that a Kentucky man has been 
asleep for twelve years. Don't blame 
him. That's about all there is to .4o 
nowadays if you have to live in Ken- 
tucky.” 

There is probably some allusion to 
local conditions in this from St. Louis; 

“A Kentuckian of some standing has 
been asleep for the last twelve years, 
In all likelihood the gentleman is dead 
and some of those highly efficient am- 
Hulance surgeons have made one of their 
usual hucried diagnosis of his case.” 

Still. hurrying on its way, the scrap 
of intelligence slips into a Columbus, 
Ohio, editorial room, where the man 
takes it and hurls it back in this shape:

As long as he 
keeps his eyes shut and lies still it’s 
all right. He's a blamed sight honester 
than a lot ef other Kentuckians who 
have been walking around sound asleep 
for twice twelve years.”

“We learn with interest that a Ken- 
tucky man has ben cilcep for twelve 
years.

morning after explanations.” 

When the Cincinnati writer starts in 
we see how far a man dare go for a 
pun: 

“That Kentucky chap who has been 
quietly sleeping for the last twelve years 
must have filled himself full of ‘still’ 
whisky.” 

Pittsburg shows it still manages to 
keep an eye on literary affaire:

CATCH FISH AND THEN MARK 
THEM. 


Odd But Useful Wek of British Bio- 
togica? Association. 


‘ Catching fish, measuring and mark- 
ing them and then returning them to 
sea with the chance of retaking then 
later is the part of the work catried 
on by the Marine Biologieal Associa- 
tion of Great Britain. 

By means of a steam trawler the 
fisly are caught in the usual way. 
Each haul ts carefully recorded, the 
fish, ate counted and measured and 
all details of locality, time. nuniber, 
Species, sex and size are put down, 
together with accurate observations 
on the water, the depth and bettom 
of the sea, he kinds and quantity of 
food available, ete, These data are 
subsequently tabulated and charted. 

The method of marking the fish is 


interesting and has been attended 
with valuable results. The fish 
chiefly used during the few yeats the 


experiment has been in progress have 
been plaice, because the proposals 
which have been imade to interfere 
with the catching of thm were based 
on inadequate kuowledge. 

The fish are marked on the dorsal 
surface with a very thin convex 
metal disk bearing a number. ‘Fits 
is uttached to a fine silver wire which 
is passed through the thinner part 
of the fish near the fin and secured 
on the under side by a small bone 
button, The fish do not appear to 
suffer inconvenience, and _ their 
growth is not interfered with in any

and practically only two of these 
have since adopted the union seale ‘of 
wages, the Temiskaming and the 
city of Cobalt, the other thirty-one 
companies still holding out agains: 
the union, maintaining that they 
nev& intend to pecognize the Western 
Federation of Miners. 

One of the members of the Mine 
Manager's Association intimated to. 
day, in referring to the situation, that 
there would never have been a strike 
in Cobalt if it had not been for the 
agitators coming in the camp and 
creating trouble. 

“The mine owners,” he said, “and 
the Cobalt union could have agreed 
to a certain wage if it had not been 
for; them,” 

As a result of this interference the 
mine managers ate now determined 
not to employ any union men, as is 
enid to be the case today, when a 
number of union men applied for work 
at the Buffalo Mine. 

At present there are about nintteen 
mines which have adopted the union 
senle, and, with the exception of two, 
none of them had signed the owners’ 
scheduie, Every day new men are 
coming into the camp. Anywhere 
from half a dozen to two dozen men 
ate reported to be taking positions 
in the different mines. 

At the present time it would seem 
that most of the leading mines are 
running with practically all the men 
they require. Other smaller mines 
are almost daily importing non-union 
men, and have not met with any re- 
verses in so doing, beyond an at. 
tempted interference on the part of 
the union, Owing to the stand taken 
by some of the mine managers, 1 
would be injudicious to lure union 
men even to cook, for when a union 
cook is aware that he is working for 
some non-union men he will quit 
work, 

A list was made the other day of 
the men at present employed at 
some of the mines, The Nipissing 
has 326 out of a full force of 360; the 
Townsite a full force of 25; the 
O’Brien, 120, lacking ten of a full 
force; the Buffalo, a full complement 
of 72, Manager Jones having provided 
sleeping tents on the property of the 
last mentioned for the employees; 
the Coniagas, 80 out of a full force of 
90; Cobalt Lake, 40 out of a full foree 
of 50; Trethewey, 20 out of a full 
force of 70, and the Silver Queen, 32.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH-WEST 
HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 
Any even numbered section of Do- 


minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
North-West Provinees, excepting 8 
and 26, not reserved, may be home- 
afeaded by any person the sole head 
of a family, or male over 18 years of 
age, to the extent of one-quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres, more or less. 

Application for homestead entry 
must be made in person by the ap- 
plicant at the office of the local Agent 
or Sub-Agent. Entry by proxy may, 
however, be made on certain condi- 
tions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother, or sister of an in- 
tending homesteader. 

An application for entry or inspec- 
tion made personally at any Sub- 
agent’s office may be wired to the 
focal Agent by the Subagent, at the 
expense of the applicant, and if the 
fand applied for is vacant on receipt 
of the telegram such application is 
to have priority and the land will be 
held until the necessary papera to 
complete the transaction are receiv- 
ed by mail. 

In case of “personation” the entry 
will be summarily cancelled and the 
applicant will forfeit all priority of 
claim, 

An application for inspection must 
be made in person. The applicant 
must be eligible for homestead entry, 
and only one application for inspec- 
tion will be received from an indivi" 
dual until that application hag been 
disposed of, 

A homesteader whose entry is in 
good standing, and not liable to can- 
cellation, may, subject to approval of 
Department, relinquish it in favour 
of father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister, if eligible, but to 
no one else, on filing declaration of 
abandonment. 

Where an entry is summarily can- 
celled, oF voluntarily abandoned, sub- 
sequent to institution of concellation 
proceedings, the applicant for insper- 
tion will be entitled to prior right of 
entry. 

Applicants for fnspection must 
state in what particulars the home- 
steuder is in default, and if subse- 
quently the statement is found to be 
incorrect in material particulars, the 
applicant will lose any prior right of 
re-entry, shoulu the land become 
vacant, or if entry has been granted 
it may be summarily cancelled, 

Duties.—A settler is required to 
perform the conditions under one of 
the following plans :— 

(i) At least six months’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term-of three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader 
resides upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such home- 
steader the requirement as to resi 
dence may be satisfied by such per- 
son residing with the father or 
mother, 

(3) If the settler has his permanent 

| sesidence upon farming land owned 


ad him in the vicinity of his home- 


Quartz.—A person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having diseovered 
mineral in place, may locate a claim 
1,500 x 1,500 feet. 

The fee for recording a elaim is $5. 

At least $100 must expended on 
the claim each year or paid to the 
mining recorder in lieu thereoi. When 
$500 has been expended or paid, the 
locator may, tipon having a survey 
made, and upon complying with other 
requirengents, purchase wwe land at 
$1 per acre, 

The patent provides for the pay- 
ment of a royalty of 2 12 per cent. on 
the sale. 

Placer mining claims generally are 
100 feet square; entry fee $5, renew- 
able yearly. 

An applicant may obtain two leases 
to dredge for gold of five miles each 
for a term of twenty years, renewable 
at the discretion of the Minister of 
the Interior, 

The lessee shall have a dredge in 
vperation within one season from the 
date of the lease for each five miles. 
Rental $10 per annum for each mile 
of river leased. Royalty at the rate 
of 2 1-2 per cent. collected on the 
output after it exceeds $10,000.

WILL HELP 


TO BORE SETTLERS WELLS 


Saskatchewan Government Will Defray Portion of Cost of Getting 
Water for the Farmers. Must goGreat Depth for Water. 
Has Proven Hardship to Settlers, 


Regina, Ang. 8.—The problem present- 
ed, by the scarcity of water in certain 
portions of the province has been en- 
gaging the attention of the provincial 
government for some time past, with the 
result that the following order-in-council 
has been passed, and approved by the 
lieutenant-governor, whereby govern- 
ment aid is assured under certain con- 
ditions for well-boring purposes. 

The exectitive council has had under 
consideration a report from the com- 
missioner of public works, dated July 
3, 1907, stating that in many parts of 
the province serious inconvenience and 
hardship exist resulting from the ina- 
bility of settlers to secure a water sup- 
ply and that in many instances these 
conditions are due to the absence of 
suitable well machinery. 

The minister alsq reports that in or- 
der to assist in the solution of this dif- 
ficulty it is desirable to encourage the 
importation of well machinery adapted 
to the requirements of particular dis 
tricts; 

The minister further also states that 
it is also desirable to encourage the 
sinking of wells by paying a portion of 
the cost thereof, 

Upon the recommendation of the com- | 
missioner of public works the executive 
council! advises that: 

1, That upon receipt of a petition 
signed by at least. three residents in an | 
area where unsuccessful efforts 
been made to secure a water supply, 
which area shall not exceed thirty-six 
square miles, and upon the conditidns | 
that the owner of a well machine will 
agree (a) to sink at least three wells ‘n 
the area defined in the petition, each 
well to obtain a supply of water, or if 
no water is obtained, each well to be 
sunk at least 300 feet aid furnish satis- 
factory evidence of some, (b) to supply 
satisfactory evidence as tc cost of ma- 
chine power and tools laid down at des

UGANDA'S RAILWAY HUMOROUS 
AFFAIR. 


Should Be Dealt With in Comic Opera 
—Station Agents’ Troubles. 


The Uganda Railway has always 
impressed us as being one which, to 
do it full justice, should be dealt with 
in comic opera, says we Colonizer, 
Named after a colony through which 
it does not run, starting from a ter 
minus carefully placed as far away as 
possible from the port it serves, 
though reaching the island on which 
tnat port is situated by a bridge built 
at great expense, running for a long 
extent through natural game pre- 
serves, with the result that its trains 
are held up from time to time by 
objecting animals, every mile on the 
line has a more or less humorous 
tale attached to it. 

In the early days, while construe 
tion wag still proceeding, and while 
only a part of the line was open for 
traffic—in fact, until quite recently, 
life on the line must always have 
been inteesting and occasionally very 
exciting. In August, 1905, for  in- 
stance, the traffic manager at Mom 
basa received from the Babu station 
master at Simba the following tele 
gram marked urgent: “Lion is on the 
platform, Please instruct guard and 
driver to proceel carefully and with 
out signal in yard.

FEAT OF RECKLESS DARING 


S_ ceséfully Ran Through Rapids of Big Horn Ganyon for the First 


Time in History. Five Times Boat Overturned in the 
Awful Maelstrons. 


Therniopolis, Wyoming, August 8. 
A nervy’ Canadian has just succeeded 
in making the passage of the dread 
ed Big Horn Canyon, winning $1,000 
in gold sand successfully accomplish 
ing a feat which has heretofore been 
considered impossible by the Ameri 
cans, a feat in which at least a dozen 
men have lost their lives Where 
the Big) Horn River breaks through 
the moantains in the terrible can- 
yon, the Indians, many years ago, 
gave it the name of the “Waters of 
Death,” and the fearful gorge has 
deserved thay name both in looks and 
is fact 

W. C. Harned is the Canadian who 
made the suecessful trip, Harned 
was for many years a boatman on the 
rapids in the St, Lawrence river, and 
was known as the most proficient of 
all the guides there. But he drifted 
west and settled down in Shoshoni 
from whence he made the tsart 
through the canyon which lies be 
tween that town and Thermopolis. 


The Bet Made.
